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FOHETOHD 


The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of 
a  nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsilDility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.    The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  lov^a  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  lov/a  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  puhlic  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  "been  an  increa.sing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  ragricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.    It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  1,  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Admini stra.tion  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Sco- 
nomics  and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-I-72-I55  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  naterial  for  Tables  21  and  23. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  liave  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultura.l  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  HEMY  COUNTY 


Henry  County  was  first  established  in  December,  1836,  from  the  original 
county  of  Demoinei     It  embraced  portions  of  the  present  counties  of  Lee,  Des 
Moines,  Van  Buren,  Jefferson  and  Washington.     On  the  21st  of  January,  1339  it 
was  established  with  its  present  boundaries  and  named  for  Governor  Henry  Dodge 
of  Wisconsin  Territory, 

In  the  spring  of  1834  James  Dawson  made  a  claim  a  short  distance  \jest 
of  the  present  site  of  Ilount  Pleasant.     In  the  fall  of  the  same  year  Presley 
Saunders  made  a  claim  vrhere  Mount  Pleasant  is  now  located  and  in  the  follovjlng 
year  he  made  the  first  plat  of  the  town.     In  1837  the  Legislature  of  Wisconsin 
located  the  county-seat  at  Mount  Pleasant  where  a  post  office  had  been  opened 
the  previous  year»     The  county  was  formally  organized  in  1837  by  the  election 
of  its  officers,  1  / 

Another  settlement  was  begun  in  the  year  1834  by  Prentice  Yeoman  and 
five  other  men  who  came  from  the  east  and  established  a  trading' post.  They 
later  platted  a  tovm  v/hich  was  called  Baltimore  after  Baltimore,  Maryland,  the 
home  of  several  of  the  party.     Its  location  was  in  Section  19,  Baltimore  Tovra- 
ship,  at  the  mouth  of  Big  Creek  on  the  North  side  of  Skunk  River,  2/ 

The  post-master  at  Mount  Pleasant  was  Alvln  Saunders  who  later  became 
State  Senator  and  still  later  the  Governor  of  Nebraska  Territory,  s/ 

The  Bur].ington  and  Missouri  Railroad  v^ras  the  first  railroad  vdthin 
the  county.     Its  construction  was  started  in  I'lay,  1354  and  completed  as  far 
as  Rome,  making  35,22  miles  of  track,  when  it  opened  June,  1859.     The  road  was 
continued  to  Fairfield  the  same  year,  4/ 

Area 

Henry  County  is  24  miles  long  and  18  miles  wide  embracing  427  square 
miles    5/or  273,280  acres.     Of  this  number  261,288  acres  are  listed  as  farm 
lands.     6/  There  are  12  tovmships,  all  of  which  coincide  mth  the  Congressional 
townships  in  area.     The  county  ranks  64  in  point  of  size,  sharing  this  place 
with  Adams  and  Union  Counties,

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Soils 

The  soils  of  Henry  County  have  been  grouped  into  three  classes  accord- 
ing to  origin  and  location;  namely,  loess,  terrace  and  swamp  and  bottom 
land.     The  loess  soils  comprise  91.3  per  cent  of  the  entire  surface  and  are 
divided  into  G-rundy  silt  loams — 54«3  per  cent*  the  Clinton  silt  loams— -26,9 
per  cent;  Marion  silt  loam — -4,8  per  cent;  Lindley  loam  4,8  per  cent;  Knox 
fine  sand-'-0,4  per  cent  and  Putnam  silt  loai'a—O.l  per  cent.     The  terrace 
soils  cover  o^l  per  cent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  Jackson  silt 
loam — loB  per  cenx;  Calhoun  silt  loam--0.8  per  cent  and  Buckner  very  fine 
sandy  loa;ii— OaS  per  cent.     The  swamp  and  bottom  land  soils  cover  5,6  per 
cent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  the  Yfabash  silt  loams--3.1  per  cent 
and  the  Cronesee  loa:is-~2,5  per  cento  ?/ 

Topographer 

There  are  tvvo  rather  distinct  topographic  areas  in  Henry  County,  One 
is  the  gently  undulating  prairie  found  in  the  northern  and  northeastern 
parts  of  the  county.     The  natural  drainage  of  this  section  is  poor.  Along 
the  county  line  east  of  Nevj-  London  are  numeroiis  rounded  ridges  and  irregular 
hills.     Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  county  the  topography  is  rolling  to 
steeply  rolling  or  "nillyj  with  small,  isolated,  level  areas,  the  largest  of 
which  is  near  Salem,     The  Skunk  River  and  its  tributaries  drain  most  of  this 
section  of  the  county,    Numerous  sand  hills  are  found  along  the  Skunk  River 
in  southv/estern  Jefferson  township  and  northwestern  Trenton  tovmship,  8/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  of  Henry  County  T\ras  51  degrees  for  the  thirty- 
six  years  (1894-1930).     The  rainfall  for  54  years  (1876-1930)  averaged 
34.15  inches  and  the  mean  growing  season  was  168  days  betr^een  the  average 
dates  of  April  25  and  October  10  for  the  thirty-four  years  (1894-1930).  9/ 

Population 

The  Territorial  census  of  1840  gave  this  county  a  population  of  3,756. 
It  had  a  steady  grov/th  until  in  peak  year  of  1375  the  enimeration  (State) 
gave  it  21, 123 o     It  has  a  density  of  41  per  square  mile  as  com.pared  with 
the  State  figure  of  44,     The  following  table  shows  the    enumerations  at  ten 
year  intervals:

In  1930  foreign  born  and  native  v/hite  o?  foreign  born  and  mixed 
parentage  in  Henry  County  was  3,263,  those  of  German  descent  had  1,081, 
and  the  Sv/edeG  659 «     The  French  and  Irish  had  abou.t  250  each  and  the 
other  nationalities  were  represented  by  small  numbers.  14/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  vrore  15  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — six  elevators,  three  livestock  enterprises,  one  petroleum  plant 
and  three  merchandise  establishinents. 

As  a  whole  they  had  1,049  m.embers  of  v/hich  761  were  active,  and  2,551 
persons  did  business  v>rith  the  13  concerns.    The  selling  cooperatives  had  " 
a  business  volume  of  .';p519,312.  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  did  |;183,393 
•worth  of  business* 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  seli  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the 
other  function  exclusivelyo     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  comjaodi- 
tics  for  distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  coopera- 
tives market  farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons,  15/ 

Fruit 

The  year  1874  had  the  largest  number  of  apple  trees  in  the  history  of 
the  county,     131,873  trees  and  99,150  bushels  were  reg>orted.     The  poorest 
year  had  but  17,529  trees  with  a  prodxiction  of  19,832  bushels o     The  largest 
listing  of  peachcs'was  in  1909  T/hen  44,172  trees  vfere  reported.  Cherries 
were  highest  in  1874 — 31,274  trees  producing  13,654  bushels  being  listed. 
The  lovrest  year  1934  showed  2,701  trees  having  a  production  of  1,096  bushels. 
The  top  grape  year  was  1394  which  showed  30,051  vines  having  a  production 
of  381,592  pounds.  16/

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Kote  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  brealcdov/n'for  corn  acreage  is  as  fol- 
lows:    (l)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage, 
(4)  corn  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.    A  total  production  is 
given  for  each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting 
county  totals  of  production  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multi- 
plied by  the  yield  (derived  by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total 
acres  husked)  and  added  to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown 
as  husked*     This'  assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the 
sajiie'"yrerd  as  that  actually  huskod. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  state  assessors'  office  be- 
cause it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best 
acreages  for  husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  differ- 
ent and  lower  yieldo     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied 
by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township 
yields  for  these  tvro  years  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  on 
acreage  husked  for  grqin  and  bushels  husked,  only.     The  total  corn  acre- 
age is  shown  by  tovraship  with  this  yield  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by 
the  acreage  shovm  to  get  total  production  vdll  result  in  a  too  high  figure. 
The  county  summary  table  figures  for  corn  ^deld  in  1934  and  1936  have  been 
adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  miy 
legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shovm  there  to  arrive  at  total 
productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other    years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from 
the  yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has 
been  assumed  to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.    The  county  yield  and  toim." 
ship  yields  are  therefore  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.

The  figures  in  this  table  for  the  years  1870-1935  inclusive  have  "been  de- 
rived from  the  Federal  Censuses  for  Iowa.    These  enumerations  have  "been  made  as 
of  different  dates.    Some  enumerations  were  for  a  "base  date  of  January  1,  others 
for  a  "base  date  of  April  1,  and  others  for  Jime  1. 


The  census  enumerations  made  in  1920,  I925  and  1935  were  for  January  1.  Tor 
compara'bility  the  enumerations  made  for  the  "base  dates  of  April  1  and  June  1  were 
adjusted  to  an  equivalent  January  1  "base.    This  adjustment  procedure  places  the 
livestock  data  of  the  a'bove  tahle  on  the  one  inventory  date  of  January  1. 

The  figures  for  I936,  1937,  1938  and  I939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  state  farm 
assessor's  figures. 

The  adjusted  covjity  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accv.rate  than  those  in  Ta'ble  I7  and 
ccTTiparison  with  these  figures  will  provide  an  "estimate  of  the  "bias  displayed  "by 
ths  ":.aarl.justed.  state  fa.'.m  assessor's  figures.
